FREEDOM OF THE PRESS. 


The Great Point in the Argument Against 
the Anti-Lottery Law. 


WASHINGTON, November 17.—The argument 
of the anti-lottery cases was resumed in the 
United Staies supreme court today by J. C. 
Carter, of New York, who made the point 
that thers was a difference between things 
mala in se, or which a!l conceded to be crimes, 
and things mala prohibita, which legislatures 
might declare to be offenses. Congress might 
doallinits power to disfavor these things 
conceded to be crimes at the time of the 
adoption of the constitution, but it was for the 
states to pass upon the other class in the exer- 
cise of their police powers. It was not 
possible that under our form of government 
the federal government should, in the exercise 
of police power, declare athing to be an 
offense which the state said was not, and thus 
bring about'a conflict of police powers. The 
slave states would never have agreed to such 
an invasion of their police powers, and have 
left it to congress to come within their bonders 
and seek to suppress or disfavor slavery. 

Justice Gray—What should you say if all 
the states by law -prohibited lotteries? 

Mr. Carter—I should think congress was 
not at liberty to disfavor thein, unless that 

rohibition had lasted for genorations and all 

ope of the lotteries being renewed had gone. 
He would admit that there might be an ad- 
vancement of the doctrine of mala in se. 

Justice Brown—How much consensus of 
opinion would you require ? 

Mr. Carter—Universal. Aslong asa single 
state is opposed, you cannot pass. such a law. 

What if Made a Crime? 

Justice Harland made the inquiry as to 
what Mr, Carter had tosuy about the regula- 
tion of obscene mail matter and what if lot- 
teries were made a crime. 

Mr. Carter, in response, said it must have 
been agreed at the time of the adoption of the 
constitution that obscene matter should be 

revented from carriage through the mails.

Justice Bradley cailed attention to the fact 
that in England, from the laws and history of 
which country Mr. Carter had quoted, there 
was nothing »to prevent the ‘carriage of any 
mail matter whatever, and asked: ‘If there 
be no example in that institutionin England, 
where do you get the right of postal require- 
ments in which this country is to prohibit the 
mailing of matter malain se, and distinguish- 
ing it from matters indifferent?”

Freedom of the Press. 


‘ Mr. Carter then addressed himself to the 

proposition that the law was an invasion of 
the freedom of the press. That freedom did 

notimply the right to publish sedition or im- 

morality. What was meant was a measure of 
freedom subject to restrictions understood to 

exist at the time of the adoption of the consti- 

tution. In all matters, ex-

In his 
opinion congress had the pegrer to disfavor 
them, but he thought all that this law said to 
Louisiana was: ‘‘We will not help you in 
carrying on the lotiery business by evablin 

you, through -the mails,’ to pea 
this infection through all the other 
states of the union.”’ The differencéd between 
this case and slavery was that slavery in slave 
states had a recognized constitutional guam 
antee. But even there thore was a distinctio 


tween confining it to states where it existed 


and introducing it into other states. 

Suppose congress, in case of yellow fover im 
Touistana, policed the mails, nos'to protect the 
wail agents, but the people. Would it be 
said that they were usurping Louisiana’s 
po‘ice powers and unlawfully seeking to 
disfavor Louisiana yellow fever? He 
inaintained that there was no warrant of law 
for this doctrine of difference between mala 
in se and mala prohibita, and that things un- 
der one head might have been exeluded and 
the other not exclad ee, 

Continuing, he conténded that there was a 
distinction betwoen excluding from the 
mails and forbidding publication. Congress 
had full power over the matie-and might re- 
fuse iis privileges to newspapers ‘4yithout in- 
terfering with the freedom of printing, just as 
it might refuse the privilege of courthouses as 
audience rooms without abridging the freedom 
of speech. He ridiculed the doctrine that 
there could not be an advance in matters 
mala in se. . A hundred years and more ago 
undefiled religion required the burning of 
Quakers,for example,and it amounted to noth- 
ing to say that the founders of the constitution 
favored lotteries. He had noticed that coan- 
sel had failed to show where 
the police power over mails was 
lodged. It existed somewhere. The truth 
was this government was a sovereignty among 
the sovereigns of the earth, and had power 
where it was entrusted to it, as in the mail 
provision of the constitution. Otherwise there 
might be forty-four sovereignties, each having 
a different law on this subject. And where 
had Louisiana the right to spread its poisening 
infection into those states which declared 
against lotteries? Where, if forty-four laws 
were made, would be the harmonious and 
useful postal service ? 

[In reply to the question from Justice Brad- 
ley, the attorney. general aftirmed the right of 
congress, under its postal authority, to prevent 
lottery mail transportation within a state it- 
self. It wasnotinterfering with the state's 
business, but denying it the assistance of fed- 
eral facilities. Congress said: You 
can keep your %\lottery system, but 
not have the benefits of the instrumentalities 
of this union to send your corrupting influences 
everywhere.”’ He believed congress could say 
any matter whatever should not be carried in 
the mails, and that such provision would be as 
supreme in Louisiana asin the District of Co- 
lumbia. . 

Chief Justice Fuller—In yout view it would 
make no difference if all the states fuyored 
lo‘ teries ? 

The Attorney General—No, sir; except, un- 
der such circumstances, congress would never 
pass such a law. 

The case was closed by Thomas J. Semmes, 
of New York, for Dupre, who emphasized 
some of the points made by Carter, and also 
argued that the lottery system was a part of 
the fiscal system of Louisiana, and that con- 
gress could not interfere with the state’s revy- 
enues, 

The case is here an application for habeas 
corpus. Dupre and. Rapier have been in- 
dicted, not conyicted, the case having been 
arranged to test the law. 


PROHIBITION IN SOUTH CAROLINA, 


Probability That aStrong Campaign Will Be 
Inaugurated There. 


Cotumpra, 8S. C., November 17.—[Special.] 
South Carolina will soon bein the throes of 
an exciting prohibition campaign. 

The movement was inaugurated about three 
months ago by’ Key. Dr. H. F. Chreitzberg 
and Rev. Mr. Elwell, Methodist ministers, 
and Hon. L. D. Childs, a member of the leg- 
islature, all of this city. 

Petitions praying the legislature to pass a 
genera! prohibition bill were prepared and 
sent outinto every town in the state for sig- 
natures. The work has been very quietly but 
quickly prosecuted, until now the _ prohibi- 
tionists claim to have obtained 25,000 signa- 
tures to their petition. Rev. Mr. Chreitzberg, 
the leader of the crusade, says that no move- 
ment has ever stirred up the people of the 
state so much as this. He says there are now 
over six hundred barroomsin the state, three 
counties already having county prohibition, 
and they expect to root out Aiee one of them. 
The legislature meets next Tuesday. The 
petition will be presented by counties. Tie 
prohibitionists feel assured that the bill will 
be passed by the house, but are doubtful as to 
its fate in the senate.

A LITTLE SENSATION IS PROMISED, 


Showing Up the State Agents and Their 
Deals With Certain Firms to Secure 
the Trade of the Alliance. :

InpraANAPorts, Ind., Novembor 17.—It was 
late last night;“or rather early this morning, 
when most of the delegates to the Farmers’ 
Alliance sought slumber. Thechief topic of 
conversation and discussion was the third 
party movement. ; 

Tho propagators of the movement went to 
bed tired but happy, for they had worked hard 
and felt that they had accomplished much. 

The ‘‘antis,”” while not so confident, were 
still dotermined that the third party move- 
ment should not receive the endorsement of 
the alliance or the Farmers’ Mutual Benefit 
Association. 

Third Party Men Hard at Work. 

The third party mon have a big lobby in 
attendance, and are working tooth and nail to 
carry their point. It is claimed by the peo- 
ple’s party men that the ‘big five,’’ Polk, Ma- 
cune, Livingston, Tillman and Terrell, alone. 
stand in the way of endorsing the people's 
party. 

On the other hand these gentiemen say that 

partisan action is expressly forbidden by the 
alliance constitution, and predict that the or- 
ganization of the third party will kill the alli- 
ance. 
' The supreme council of the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance was called to order in Tomlinson hall at 
10:20 o’clock by President Farce, of the Indi- 
ana alliance, with nearly all of the 120 dele- 
gates and 500spectators in attendance. 

Mayor Thomas Sullivan was introduced and 
welcomed. 

Delegate Tillman's Speech. 

Delegate J. F. Tillman, secretary of the 
alliance executive committee, in responding, 
thanked the people of Indianapolis for their 
warm welcome, and paying a tribute to Presi- 
dent Harrison, he continued: 

It isthe farming and laboring people who feed 
the world, who fought the batties of this country. 
and to whose energy and patriotism this great and 

lorious land of ours is indebted for its richest 
blessings of liberty and eo. It is not our mis- 
sion to tear down nor disintegrate our honestly 
conducted industries, but to preserve them. Yet 
we do mean the death knell to all illegitimate 
combinations and monopo!ll:ts that tend to de- 
stroy the very spiritand intent of the constitu» 
tioa. Weare not here as politicians, seeking to 
disrupt partisan political parties, or to promote 
the fortune of any political aspirant; nor are we 


here in the interest of any third party, for by the 
very Organic teachivgs, we have theright to vote

Fine Stores With Their Stocks 


Ruined by the Fire.

RECORD OF THE FLAMES ELSEWHERE. 


.A Brooklyn Tenement Burnsand Several 


Persons Nearly Suffocated by the 
Smoke—Losses and Insurance. 


St. ours, November 17.—The most disas- 
trous fire which has visited St. Louls in many 
years started in the furnace room of the large 
dry goods house of Penny & Gentles, on the 
southwest corner of Broadway and Franklin 
avenue, this morning. Before the engines 
arrived Penny & Gentles, Sonnenfeld Mil- 
linery Company, the mammoth establishment 
of the Famous Store and Clothing Company, 
occupying four entire blocks of four-story 
buildings on Broadway, between Frank- 
lin avenue and Morgan street, were in 
flames, and within two hours all the 
walls had fallen and nothing was 
left but ashes and bent and twisted iron girders. 
Opposite Penny & Gentles’s and Sonnenfeld’s 
is the immenso dry goods store of D. C. Craw- 
ford & Co. The intense heat damaged the 
whole front of Crawford’s store, including the 
display windows and all showcases in the front 
part of the store, causing a loss of probably 
$50,000. 

On Franklin avenue, opposite Penny & 
Gentles’s,the whole row from Broadway to the 
alley was very badly damaged. Firms occupying 
these buildings were, O. W. Heyer, drugs; F. 
F. Bohl, hatter; Grierson & Co., hats; E. H: 
Kertham & Co., jowelers; St. Louis Tailoring 
Company, and C. T. Bonner, jewelry. 

Adjoining Crawfords on Broadway, the fol- 
lowing business houses were gutted: Mcoe- 
Donald Bros., hats; C. H. Clements, shoes; 
Charles Stix, gentlemen’s furnishing and 
cloaks; Mrs. M. Tobin, millinery; E. Wendell 
& Co., New York, millinery; E. B. Stowe & 
Co., groceries; the Square Deal Clothing Com- 
pany; Weinman house,the guests of which had 
safely evacuated the building, 

On Franklin avenue, just west of Penny & 
Gentiles’s,the general dry goods store of Thomas 
Hodson was damaged by smoke and water to 
the extent of $30,000; insured. 

The total loss will no doubt exceed $1,000,000, 
but reliable figures are not obtainable now. 

John Lynch, of Salvage corps No. 1, fell 
from the Weinman house and seriously hurt his 
hip. 

Truckman Simon was thrown from a hose 
reel in a collision with a Broadway street car 
and badly injured internally. 

While down town was burning the hand- 
some residence of Captain John A. Scudder, 
of Vandeventer place, one ofthe aristocratic 
residence portions of the city, caught fire and 
was completely gutted. The loss here will 
exceed $75,000. Insurance about the same. 

The fire throws about fifteen hundred peo- 
ple out of work, a majority of them being in 
the service of the Famous Shoe and Clothing 
Company, which is the largest place of its 
kind west. 

Four persons were injured, and Night 
Watchman Jasper, at Sonnenfeld’s millinery, 
is missing. Loss $1,000,000, on stock and fix- 
tures. ‘‘Famous’’ company, $700,000, covered 
by insurance; Penny & Gentles, $200,000, in- 
surance $50,000; Sonnenfeld, $155,000, covered 
by insurance. Minor losses, $35,000. 

In Brovklyn Tenements. 

New Yorx, November 17.—Fire broke 
out at 2 o’clock this morning ina row of 
tenement houses, beginning at No. 120 Nos- 
trand avenue, Breoklyn. The flames were 
discovered by Officer John Stewart, who first 
alarmed the inmates, and then turned in the 
alarm at the nearest box. His prompt action 
doubtless saved many lives, as eight buildings 
were soon ablaze, all of which were occupied 
but one. : 

Fireman Owen Smith, of truck No. 2, made 
a heroic rescue of Mrs. Annie Bowen, 
twenty-seven years ofage, and John and Ed- 
ward Ashworth, sons of Thomas Ashworth. 
They were found in their beds unconscious 
from smoke, and were carried by the brave 
fireman from the fourth story of No. 120 to 
the ground. They were removed to St. 
Catharine’s hospital, where they recovered 
consciousness. They will recover unless 

neumonia sets in, which is thought likely. 

Vild rumors were circulated of whole fami- 
lies being lost in the fire, but the rumors 
roved groundless. The loss on the buildings 
s estimated at $30,000 with insurance suffi- 
cient to cover the loss. 
Large Fire in Cu.uattanooga. 

CHATTANOOGA, November 17.—Six four- 
story brick business houses on Carter street, 
the property of W. A. Posey, were destroyed 
by fire this morning. His furniture store was 
inone of the buildings. The stores of T, 
H. Cheek and the Chattanooga Medicine 
Company occupied the other buildings and 
were totally destroyed. The total loss is about 
fifty thousand dollars. Posey’s loss is $36,000; 
insurance, $11,000. The medicine company’s 
loss is about fifteen thousand dollars, covered 
by insurance. Cheek’s loss is about two 
thousand dollars, covered by insurance. 

Fire in Shelman.

Leaving Two Wives in This City to 
Moura His Loss. 


A MIGHTY MEAN MAN ‘HE SURELY WAS. 


.Raphael Beerman, a Russian Jew, with 


00 Many Wives and a Bad Charac- 
ter Generally. 


Tho Russian Jews of this city were much 
excited and very indignant yesterday over a 
social sensation that has just come to light. 

Raphael Beerman, a Marietta street mer- 
chant, was the subject cf their condemnation. 
and his heartless conduct is responsible for 
much trouble. 

Today Beerman has two wivesin this city, 
both of whom lay claim to’ his worldly goods 
and affection. 

But he is not here to act as umpire in the 
matter. 

Mrs. Beerman No. 2 has lived with Beer- 
man in this city for about four years and has 
two children, while Mrs. Beerman No, 1 ar- 
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rived in Atlanta Monday, from Baltimore. 
The first witfe tells a pitifal story of eruel de- 
sertion by her husband and of the great 
trouble she has experienced in consequence 
thereof. 

Assoon as the original Mrs. Beerman ar- 
rived the police were notified and were re- 
quested to arrest Beerman on the charge of 
bigamy. They called at his place of business 
to make the arrest, but found the doors se- 
eurely closed and the man gone. He had evi- 
dently received information af the arrival of 
his first wife, and decided to save himself by 
flicht. 

Reerman seems to bo a very cruel-hearted 
individual, and the story of the desertion of 
his wife and subsequent elopement with Miss 
Fannie Kemp, a pretty branette of Norfolk, 
Va., stamps him as an all-around bad man. 

Seven years azo, ina Russian vitiage, bBeer- 
man courted and wedded ono of the 
handsomest damsels of the country. She was, 
and is yet, bright, vivacious, plump and hand- 
some, aud when the dashing young Jew won 
ner heart and hand, he secured a coveted 
prize. Not being satisfied with the slow process 
of getting rich in his native country, he moved 
to Germany, where ho lived happily with his 
handsome bride for two years. From Germany 
he moved to London totry his fortune in the 
world's metropolis. He was still not satisfied, 
and made ap his mind to come to America. 

Te bade his wife and two children a fond 
goodby, and set sail for this country. When 
he landed in New York he made his way to 
Norfolk, Va., and went into business. He soon 
laid up a litile money, and sent for his wife 
and children, sending them a ticket from Lon- 
don to Nerfolk. Accompanying this ticket 
was a long and loving letter telling his wife 
what joy her safe and speedy arrival would 
bring him, and how he_ longed to 
see his dariing babies. With a light heart and 
glowing anticipations of a prosperous and 
happy life in America with her husband, she 
took passage on a steainer with her two chil- 
dren for New York. Six weeks from the day 
Beerman’s letter was posted, containing 
tickets of passage for his wife and children, 
they arrived in Norfolk. They were not met 
and given a loving reception by the husband 
and fatheras they had ‘expected, but on the 
contrary found themseves alone in a strange 
country, unable to speak a word of the ljan- 
guage, 

Within the six 
love and affection 
ferred completely to 
had forgotten the loving 
letter to his wife contained, and had left 
her to suffer and starve in a strange 
land for the sake of a few paltry dollars. 

He had eloped with Miss Fannie Kemp, the 
daughter of a Norfolk merchant. The elope- 
ment seems to have been prompted more by 
mercenary motives than love. 

Miss Kemp, who was living with her father 
and stepmother, had become infatuated with 
the young Russian merchant and he fell an 
easy victim, not so much to her eharms as to 
a few thousand dolidrs she had inherited from 
her mother. 

Mr. Kemp was very much. oppesed to his 
daughter's marrying Beerman, but they out- 
witted the old man, and, going to Washing- 
ton, were married. From Washington they 
came to Atlanta, where Beerman went into 
business and has lived ever since. 

The first wife followed the pair from Neor- 
folk to Washington, and then lost track of 
them. She went from Washington to Baiti- 
more, whore she has since lived. Abont two 
weeks ago she was telling a drummer of 
her troubles and the causes which led 
to them. He told her that Beerman 
had astore in Atlanta, and thathe had re- 
cently sold him a bill of goods. Mrs. Beerman 
left for Atlanta, arriving Monday. She found 
that the drummer’s story was true. She also 
found wife No. 2and twochildren, but Beer- 
man she did not find, as he hadskipped. She 
went to Chief Connolly and putthe matter 
into his hands yesterday morning, and if Beer- 
map does not play his hand very fine, he will 
soon be brought to justice. 

The first wife is stopping with Mrs. Wein- 
berg on Decatur street with her little boy.

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THE SHEEP FARMS, 


A Great Georgia Industry Killed Out by 
Turpentine Stills. 


GENERAL PHIL; COOK TELLS A STORY. 


What Commissioner Nesbitt Has Seen, 
The Result of Boxing the Pine 
Trees for Their Sap. 


General Phil Cook tells some interesting 
things about the wiregrass region. When he 
was running for congress he used to visit an 
oldman who lived thirteen miles from one 
town and eight miles from another (Sycamore:) 
This man wasa good democrat and always 
voted for Cook. His ,.husbandry consisted in 
sheep raising, and that consisted in letting the 
sheeprun onthe rangefor miles around his 
house. 

Finally the loneliness of the forest Na HH 
was broken by the advent of a family from 
South Carolina. They bought land and set- 
tled six miles from the master of the sheep 
ranch. About that time General Cook was 
making a tour of his district, and stopped at 
the ranch to spend the night. 

‘‘How are you getting along?" said he to his 
constituent. 

‘*Bad enough,’’ was the dismal reply. 

‘*What’s the matter?’ 

“Oh, I’m ruined, ruined!’”’ 

‘What ruined you?” 

“Why, there’s a South Carolina family that 
has come here and settied right down on top 
of me!”’ 

“Settled right on top of you? 
mean ?”’ 

“Why, they are right down here at the 
creek and the range is rnined.’’ 

That creek was six miles from the old man’s 
anaes but he thought they were crowding 

mn. 

“Sheep raising isa very large business in 
the wiregrass,’’ said General Cook, ‘*‘but it is 
decreasing. . The turpentine stills are running 
it out. <All the pime trees are notched 
and covered with gum soon 
after the notch is made. The sheep 
rub against the gum and get itin the wool so 
that it becomes worthless. The lambs are 
another source of profit, but the hogs kill a 
great many. One old sow will eat more 
lambs than a half a dozen dogs.”’ 

Mr. Nesbitt, the commissioner of 
agriculture, corroborates what Gen- 
eral Cook says about the dam- 
sheep raising by the 
turpentine farms. He savs that in that por- 
tion of southwest Georgia with which he is 
most familiar the dogs eat up the profits of the 
business. ‘The lambs come only in the 
spring,’’ said he, “‘andasow will eat them up 
more eager!y than a dog. Dogs, when they 
once have a habit of running sheep, will follow 
and kilithem. A dog will :kill a half-dozen 
sheep before youcan stop him. One did this 
before my eyes on my own farm. Another 
pest is the stealing by a bad class of negroes 
who follow the turpentine stills. 

“There are some very large sheep farms in 
southwest Georgia. One coinpany ewns 
30,000 sheep and employs men_ to 
watch them. A number of men 
whom I know have madea great deal of 
money at the business, but they are going out 
of it now because tliey say the range has been 
destroyed.’’ 

This is a serious matter. Sheep raising was 
ong of the most promising industries if the 
state until late years. They have 
already shipped spring lambs to 
Cincinnati. in competition with the 
sheep farms of Ohic, but the indications are 
that the industry will rapidly decrease, if 
present causes continue to operate. 

It has been shown in these columns that the 
turpentine farms are rapidly destroying our 
magnificent pine forests—and doing it for a 
mere bagatelle. It appears that they 
are also killing a very yaluable_in- 
dustry which ought to be permanent. It 
is time for the owners of timber to quit giving 
people license to kill it for the nominal price 
of 75 cents or $1 an acre, 


TO SUCCOR THE RUSSIAN JEW. 


The Atlanta Hebrews Propose to Help 
Their Brothers in Distress. 


There is a movement on foot in Atlanta to 
provide relief for the oppressed Jews of Rus- 
sia.’ 

It was suggested by a circular letter re- 
ceived from a new organization of New York 
city, called the ‘‘American Committee for 
Ameliorating the Condition of Russian Jews,’’ 

This circular callson men of all creeds, 
who sympathize with the oppressed race, 
and who are willingto co-operatein giving 
them he!p, to organize for that end. 

It proposes that homes and employment be 
secured for the refugees, in rural disiricts as 
far as possible, and that provision be made 
for transporting them here and for ‘instructing 
them in the English language. 

The Hebrews of Atlanta are thoroughly in 
sympathy with the movement and propose to 
aidit. The appealfrom New York was first 
discussed by a circle of gentiemen in Mr. 
Aaron Haas's office. They decided that unani- 
mous and official action was required, and 
conseguently a public meeting was called for 
the synagogue next Sunday night. 

The situation will be thoroughly discussed, 
and it is said thata bold enterprise will likely 
be adopted. 

A large tract of land near Atlanta may be 
secured and divided out into small farms 
among a large body of Rassian colonists. 

Such agricultural colonies have succeeded 
well elsewher». 

The persecuted Hebrews would doubtiess 
gladly avail themselves of the chance to come 
as small farmers.

THE WEATHER MADE PERFECTLY PLAIN. 


The First Great Blizzard of the Season 
Covers the Country East of the 
Rockies—Intense Cold. 


The predicted cold wave began to make 
itself felt early yesterday morning, and by 
8 o’clock last night the temperature had 
reached the freezing point in almost the whole 
region eastof the Rocky mountains. Even 
as far south as Palestine, Tex., the tempera- 
ture was 34 at 8 o’clock and went below the 
freezing point by midnight. In Atlanta the 
mercury showed 32 degrees at 8 o'clock and 
went down to 25 before the small 
hours this magne ol It was a typical cold 
wave, and as will be seen by the accompany- 
ing map, covers an unusually large section of 
the continent. 

In marked contrast with this is the tempera- 
ture in the peninsula of Florida, where the 
guif stream or other modifying causes have 
fully neutralized the effect of the cold wave, 
which pressed quite vigorously on Savannah 
hard by. When the temperatare was 32 in 
Atlanta it was 46 in Savannah, and 66in Jack- 
sonville, with a midday maximum of 76. 
Thus, while the people of Atlanta were shiv- 
erlng in open cars and bundled up in their 
heaviest wraps and overcoats, the —— of 
Jacksonville were perspiring under a subtrop- 
icalsun. Nothing could more strikingly em- 
phasize the variety of weather on this conti- 
nent.

Park Morrill, weather bureau fore- 
cast official for Georgia. The dotted 
lines, passing through points of equal temper- 
ature, are known as isotherms, and the un- 
broken lines, passing through points of equal 
atmospheric pressure, are called isobars. The 
isobars usually bound the storm, whether it is 
a “high’’ or “low” area, whetheritis an at- 
inospheric wave or an atmospheric whirlpool. 
The winds also usually blow in the direction 
of the isobars, for they blow around the storm. 

The symbols showing the state of the 
weather at each station are as follows: An 
open circle means fair weather, circle witha 
single bar means partially cloudy ;with a cross, 
cloudy; with a double cross, rain. The arrows 
fly with the wind. 

The Official Synopsis. 

Mr. Morriil furnishes this synopsis: 

The storm area in the lake region has passed 
rapidly down the St. Lawrence valley, the 
pressure having risen above the normal 
throughout the United States. It still remains 
cloudy inthe eastern lake region, and was 
raining atasingle point, Detroit, at 8 P. m. 
The rainfall during the day has been chiefly 
confined to the middle states. The precip- 
itation was a quarterofan inch about the 
lower lakes. 

The western anti-cyclone has continued its 
movement eastward and is now 
central at Kansas City, where there 
is a pressure of 30.74. The’ cold 
wave continues its eastward movement, the 
center of cold now being in yorthern Minne- 
sota, where the temperature was below zero at 
8 o’clock. The temperature was also below 
the freezing point as far south as northern 
Texas, Alabama and Georgia. The mercury 
has fallen throughout the country west of the 
Mississippi. Clear weather prevails in the 
Mississippi valley and to the west.

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Judge Anderson Will Not Meet Sam 
Small in Joint Debate. 


HE GIVES REASONS FOR NOT DOING SO. 


He Fully Endorses the Views of Judge 
Hopkins, and Shows Why He Be- 
lieves He Has Been Consistent. 


Sam Small, after receiving Judge Hopkins’s 
letter declining to enter into a joint discussion 
with him, on the issues involved in the pres- 
ent municipal campaign, sent a challenge to 
Judge James A. Anderson, toa joint discus- 


sion. 

But he met with no botter success in the lat- 
ter instance than in tl:e first. 

Judge Anderson, in declining, wrote Mr. 


Smal! as follows: 
ATLANTA. Ga, November 17, 1891.—Rev. 
W. Small, D.D., Atlanta, Ga, 
My Dear Sir: Your polite invitation to me to 
engage with you in a public discussion of what 
you call the barroom issue, which you say is in- 
volyed tn the present campaign, is entitled toa 
prompt response. 

The full, clear and forceful letter of Judge John 
L. Hopkins to you, printed in yesterday after- 
noon’sand in this morning’s papers, covers most 
of the ground involved, and saves me the trouble 
of saying more on the general subject than that I 
fully endorse his views. But your letter 
Suggests, as do some of your published 
utterances about me, that my present course 
of conduct is inconsistent with that heretofore 
adopted by me, with reference tothe barroom 
question. This is a mistake, On the first Wednes- 
day in December, 1885, only a few days after the 
prohibition victory of that year, I supported the 
citizens’ ticket~a mixed ticket foraldormen and 
councilmen. Idid the same in 1886, and ever 
since then when sucha ticket has been in the 
field, the only exception being, I believe, in 1887, 
when the antis elected a solid ticket, and when I 
supported an opposition ticket put out by Mr. 
Grady andsome other gentlemen, composed of 
Dr. Koach, Mr. Meador and other gentlemen, 
whose names I do not recall. 

The truth is, I have never believed that this 
question ought to be in‘ected into our municipal 
politics. On it, the white people, the governing 
class, are, as I understand it, about equally 
divided, and I think, as city taxpayers and voters, 
they are all entitled’ to representation in the city 
council, irrespective of their views on police rog 
ulation. There have been two elections in this 
county under the local option act—in 1885 and 1887. 
In both of them I worked and voted against the 
liquor traffic. In 1889 or 1890, when there was 
a movemént to call another election under 
that act, I opposed it as being hopeless of success 
in my opinion, on account of the divisions in our 
rank, but stated publicly that if it should be 
called that I would voteas I had voted before. 
The liquor question can only be forced under the 
local option act. Elections under it can be held 
every two years, whichis too often for the ce 
of the community. The plan you advocate makes 

early elections possible on this question and it is 
mpossible at any one of them to elect a controll- 
ing number of the general council. To illustrate, 
your present ticket, if elected, will consti- 
tute a minority, being only eigbt out 
of ser’ members of the general chpun- 
cil. glad that i letter 
you cxpress confidence sincerity 
of my present convictions. This expression of 
your continued confidence and of your personal 
friendship would seem to indicate that you had 
been misrepresented in the published accounts = 
your recent address where it was stated that 
referred to me as ‘‘once a loyal prohibitionist, 
now a devoted citizen for $2,400 a year—a sary 
increased for his benefit.” 

I could not and I would not have used such 
language under ap ee if you or 
any other mem the guard of 
1885 and 1887, eg of whom I 
esteem as brethren, beloved, and I am glad to 
have even so much reason for believing your feel- 
ings are as kindly. 

But I had almost forgotten that I started out to 
deciine your invitation. For such a discussion as 
you suggest I have neither the time nor the incli- 
nation.

OHICAGO, November 17.—Ldower markets abroad 
and the large increase on passage, including the large 
amount put afloat in the Baltic ports, were the influ- 
ences on the bear side of the wheat market.

Sample lots of all 
grades were very irregular. Some high grades of old 
corn at times were 2 cents under yesterday's prices. 
Nearly all grades of newcorn were also depressed. 
The market recovered, however, toward the close of 
the session, closing rather firm at about the opening 
prices for May "delivery, slightly under for November 
and December. * 

Oats were strong, tradiug light and the prices were 
well maintained, ranging from ‘to's cent higher 
than yesterday.

NEW YORK, November 17—[Special.}—Receipts at 
New Orleans today are 419,900 bales. This was known 
before the opening here and prior to the close in Liv- 
erpool, and resulted in a net decline of about 3-64d in 
the latter market and an extreme loss of about 4 points 
here as compared with last cvening. During the early 
trading January cold at 7.77, and it looked as if 7.%4 
was a question of only a few minutes, but the market 
turned, apparently without any encouragement, and 
closed firm at an advance of 10 points on the day. Af- 
ter the advance was well under way it was pointed out 
that, although receipts at the ports today will proba- 
bly reach 80,000 bales, against 53,000 bales last year, the 
entire excess is at New Orleans, and is attritutable to 
the reopening of river navigation made possible by the 
recent rainfall. Then, too, heavy storms have been 
quite general during the past few days, and will 
be followed, so the weather department advises, by 
frosts and freezing weather over the entire cotton belt 
tonight. These causes, it is assumed, may cause some 
dimiuution in the movement, and it is certain that 
smaller receipts mean higher prices. In fact, lighter 
receipts coming now after the recent severe decline 
will probably result in a sharper advance than would 
have deycloped early, as the long interest is in a meas- 
ure reduced, and the bears will have fewer sellers to 
receive the cotton their over confidence has led them 
into selling. Tho day has been an apt illustration of 
the recupcrative power of cotton, At the opening 
this morning the feeling was one of utter discourage- 
ment and absolutely apparently destitute of rallying 
power. Its recovery in the face of such conditions 
lends fresh force to the theory that purchases rather 
than sales are wise when an article of universal con- 
sumption such as cotton is below the cost of production.

Thomas, Brunswick, Ga.; Cap- 
tain C. S. Irwin, Washington, Ga.; Captain 
Fry, Augusta, Ga. 

The two members of the governor’s staff who 
are ex-officio members of the board are Quar- 
termaster General Andrew J. West and Colo- 
nel A. W. Walton, mayor of Rome, Ga. 

The Asylum Trustees. 

The governor yesterday appointed the ten 
trustees of ihe state lunatic asylum. 

There has been much talk about who the 
appointees would be, and several applications 
for the places were filed with the governor. 
This all arose from some very strong adverse 
criticism of the present management of the 
asylum. It has been charged thatthe rules 
were not strictly enforced and thatthe gen- 
eral discipline was loose. This being a fact, 
it was not believed that the governor would 
reappoint the present board of trustees. But 
he did, not changing a single name, 
thus vindicating them, aud approving 
their administration of the asylum’s 
affairs. Every man on the board is well 
known in his particular section of the state, 
and each has a clean record.
